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Tho Dismal Swamp

Tho dismal swamp in Virginia one
of the largest of tho swampy trncts in
America is also one tho most prom-
ising

¬

areas for reclamation It con-
tains

¬

fully fifteen hundred square mil-
es

¬

and is at present of little value
except for a supply of timber which
is constantly diminishing Tho
swamp is situated on an inclned
iuiuc gunny unuuiating and Is a
continuation of tho low swampy
coastal plain which extends from
Texas northward It is an old sea
bottom aud tho western bouudry of
tho swamp is a sea cliff and beach
Owing to tho orignal deficiency of
slope it is swampy becauso the water
cannot run off and its swampy na¬

ture is increased by tho growth of
vegetation which acts like a spongo
in retaining water Near tho center
of tho swamp is tho famous Lako
Drummond about which so much has
been written and the origin of which
is still an unsettled question It has
boon supposed that in some time of
drought a fire burning the peat has

ferocious species of wild horned

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Cape Flowers

It is an interesting fact that tho im-
mortelles

known as Capo fiowcrs and
which aro now used in large quanti-
ties

by all florists come from Cape

Town in far off South Africa The
flower is used very generally in the- -
preparation of funeral pieces its- -

glossy whiteness and tho firmness of
its petals furnishing just tho material
which is required By many people
who handle these flowers they are
called capes and comparatively lew
aro probably aware that they grow
wild in largo quantities on tho South
African coast The plants bearing
these flowers grow to a height of from
12 to 1G inches They are picked by
the natives and placed in cones made
of paper and kept froin the light until
dried when tho lossy whiteness
which makes them so desirable for
the use of llorits becomes a fixed4
quality Some time ago the govern ¬

ment authorities came to the conclu-
sion

that owing to the peculiar white-
ness

of these flowci 3 they must bo
subjected to a chemical process before
being exported to this country and
accordingly an investigation was in ¬

stituted The lato Maria LniiUii
Pike who spent many years in Africa
and was entirely familiar with tho
flora of that country gavo valuable
testimony- - regarding the nature of the
plant which bears tho immortelle
known as Cape flower It was
shown conclusively that tho fiowcrs
were not subjected to any chemical
treatment but their white glossy ap
pcaranco was the result of natural
conditions These fiowcrs grow ii
great abundance on tho tablo lands
back of Tablo Mountain Cape of
Good Hope and no reports of them
havo been obtained from any other
locality

Cape flowers aro more generally
VSpcl by florists than anv otlmr nf
simitar character thoYgvV tlTo raising
of immortelles and their preparation
for market is an extensive business
The immortelle plant first became
known in Europe about the year lG29r
aud has been cultivated since 1S25
The chief supplies of Ilelichrysum
orientalo come from Lower Provence
where it is cultivated in large quanti ¬

ties on ground sloping to the Mediter ¬
ranean in positions well exposed to
tho sun and usually in plots sur-
rounded

¬

by dry stone walls The
finest flowers are grown on tho slopes
of Baudals and Ciotat where ho
plants begin to flower in June

Tho flowering stems aro gathered
in Juno when the bracts are fully de
veloped and expanded the immature
flowers being pulled off aud rejected
After being dried they aro sent to
Paris in boxes containing 100 bun ¬

dles with the flowers placed outward
and the stems in the centre Immor-
telles
